The amount of change the world has witnessed in the 
past year is astounding. From the fall of communism to 
the rise of AIDS awareness, many people and their 
opinions have changed greatly. 

One of the more heart-warming moments of 1991 was 
the final return of the United States soldiers from the 
Persian Gulf. After months of fear and anticipation, 
American families welcomed home the men and women 
who had witnessed first hand the destructive power of 
war. 

Attention also focused on another war, a war long over. 
Families of MIA's felt a spark of hope when a picture of 
what looked liked three men missing in action during the 
Vietnam war was found. This photograph caused the 
press to question the U.S. government's allegation that no 
POW's or MIA's remain alive in Vietnam. 

The Soviet Union, once a political superpower matched 
only by the United States, now finds itself looking to the 
U.S. for economic aid and support. After the coup attempt 
by Soviet hardliners, the Soviet people rallied for 
democracy within the tumbling empire. While held up in 
his vacation home during the coup, Gorbachev made a 
video to reassure the people of the Soviet Union. But 
reassured they were not. Their country had been turned 
upside down and so had their ideas about government. 
With the disappearance of Gorbachev from a position of 
influence, the U.S. looked on with concern. Boris Yeltsin, 
now a primary figure in Russia's future, was a leader in the 
formation of the Commonwealth of Independent States. 

After almost seven years in captivity, American hostage 
Terry Anderson was released from Lebanon. He was 
finally united with his six year old daughter Sulome, 
whom he had never met. His release followed that of 
many other hostages such as Alan Steen, Terry Waite, 
Joseph Cicippio, Jesse Turner, and Thomas Sutherland. 

With the collapse of communist control, ethnic tension 
reawakened in Eastern Europe. A violent civil war erupted 
in Yugoslavia when the republics of Slovenia and Croatia 
declared their independence from the federal government 
in Belgrade. Currently, a fragile cease-fire hangs in the 
balance and former Croatian and Serbian friends are now 
enemies. 

In the wake of the economic recession gripping the 
United States, Bush met with leaders in Tokyo in an 
attempt to balance the trade barriers between the U.S. and 
Japan. Caught with a stomach bug and a bit of jet lag, Bush 
puked his guts out on the floor of the Tokyo palace. The 
"Quail as president scare" ended shortly after when doctors 
assured the public that Bush was okay. 

Coined as the "education president" during his 1988 
campaign, many find Geoge Bush failing in his promise to 
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improve education. Each year budget 
cuts lead to schools laying off more 
teachers and cutting salaries. With 
global reports showing American 
students falling behind those of Japan 
and other industrial nations in science 
and math, many Americans are calling 
for a longer school year (much to the 
dismay of American children).

Modern alchemists are in my neighborhood, in my classroom - ~ 
maybe even in my son's and daughter's day-care rooms (and I don't mean the teachers)! I recall the young visitor my childr 
had who, on checking out their bedroom, playroom, etc., responded very politely "Nice, nice" and then concluded in an 
equally courteous tone, "My house is bigger". Apparently his parents had done what the alchemists of the past couldn't: Th} 
made disappear the base - low salary, low status, low tech - and created, like magic, the gold - 6-digit salary, high profile, hi) 
tech. ; 

Well, I'm no chemist, but as someone who has chosen professionally and personally to attempt to preserve humanistic | 
values, I'm bound to point out that peeking through the smoke of the magicians, there's been no real conversion. The " gold” 
created by our modern alchemists is no more true gold than what the original alchemists wrought in their labs. Though (to | 
avoid imposing my perspective) I nodded thoughtfully and "umhummed" to the student who once quoted an uncle as saying 
"The world consists of about 500 people; the rest are just backdrop" - and laughed with everyone else when another student 
broke off from his attempt to lead the class in a simulation of a Maoist self-criticism session saying "I can't do this; my goa 
to amass a huge personal fortune" - I was privately appalled by the confusion of a ruthless individualism (read, selfishness & 
greed) with "gold." 

After that comment about us all (or most) being "backdrop," I had one of those days when I felt like quitting or going — 
back to teach in Boston. Fortunately, however, for every expression of "me-ism" that I've heard over the years, I have hea ¥ 
an equally striking expression of humane values: decency, compassion, love. That is true gold. As a teacher and a person) 
living in the world, I find relief and encouragement in the fact that the class of 1992 has not been short on forgers of this gO! 
Though we may not be able to make gold matter arise from base metal, by forging each our small bit of true gold, we willl 
As Solzhenistyn has said, "This ascension is similar to climbing onto the next anthropological stage.

SAA sends letters, books, 
and other school supplies to the children, and they send us back letters and pictures that they have drawn. Already, St. Konrad's has 
begun a new community library with the books SAA has sent. Hopefully, the supplies and books will give the children the chance to get 
the education that they deserve.
